2. The closest prior art of record is U.S. Publication No. 2004/0139032 to Rowan, U.S. 
Patent No. 72634497 to Wiser et al. ("Wiser") in view of U.S. Patent No. 7099859 to 
Sundaresan. 

As expressed in the Final Rejection mailed November 19, 2007, Rowan, Wiser, and 
Sundaresan disclose different features of the independent claims. However, these references fail 
to teach all the claimed limitations. Moreover, the missing claimed elements from Rown, 
Wiser, and Sundaresan are not found in a reasonable number of reference(s). Yet even if the 
elements were found in a reasonable number of references, a person of ordinary skill in the art at

the time the invention was made would not have been motivated to include these missing 
elements in a single embodiment without destroying the system/method.
